RECRIATIOIAL SVinillG 

A. Eligibility 

The use of Decker Pool for recreational swia is liiited to Mansfield University students, eaployees, their faailies and authorized 
guests. 

B. Hours 

1. Acadeaic Tear — Monday to Friday 6:00 to 8:30pa. 

— Saturday and Sunday 1:00 to 4:00pa. 

2. Suaaer Session — Monday to Friday 6:00 to 8:30pa. 

3. Repiar swia hours aay be canceled due to hoae athletic events. 

4. During innertube waterpolo, recreational swiaaing is restricted to the shallow end of the pool. 

C. Pool Regulations 

1. ONLY Mansfield University students, eaployees, their faailies and authorized guests are allowed to use the pool. 

2. Persons using the pool aust present a valid Mansfield University I.D. card to the lifeguards to enter the pool. 

3. Dependents of students and eaployees who are under the age 12 MUST be accoapanied by one of their parents who is in their 
swia suit at the pool side. 

6. The following are prohibited during recreational swia hours: 

a. acre than one person on the diving board at a tiae. 

b. doing seat drops or hand stands off the diving board. 

c. bouncing/juaping on the end of the diving board as on a traapoline. 

d. hanging froa the diving board. 

e. swiaaing under the diving board. 

f. diving or racing starts in the shallow end of the pool. 

g. sitting/standing on the safety rope on the shallow end of the pool. 

h. gua or tobacco chewing. 

i. running, pushing or shoving in the pool area. 

j. SBoking, eating or drinking in the pool area or the pool balcony. 

k. wearing hair-pins or band-aids. 

l. towel snapping. 

a. use of inflatable toys and support devices by non-swiaaers. 
n. use of swia fins, face aasks or snorkels. 

0 . wearing street shoes or clothes in the pool area. 

PERSONS HOT COMPLYING NITH THESE REGULATIONS OH OTHER REASONABLE DIRECTIONS FROM THE LIFEGUARDS ARE SUBJECT 10 BEING BARRED FROM 
USING THE POOL AND GYM FACILITIES. 



HEALTH IISDRAICI 



A. All participants in recreational activities are strongly urged to have health insurance. If you do not, inforaation is available 
at the Vice President for Student Affairs Office in rooa 120 Pinecrest Hall. 

B. All individuals who plan on participating in recreational activities are expected to be in good health. 

C. All participants, in particular older students, eaployees and their spouses who have not been physically active for soae tiae 
are strongly urged to have a aedical check-up before participating in any recreational activity. 

INJURIES AID ASSUMPTION OF RISE 

A. Participating in recreational activities has an inherent risk of injury, and despite all safety precautions undertaken by the 

Recreation Departaent staff, injuries can and do occur. All participants accept full responsibility for their actions both prior 
to and after any injury. Mansfield University and the Recreation Departaent staff assuae no responsibility for daaage to 
eyeglasses or loss of contact lens while participating in recreational activities. Individuals are reainded that your 
participation is entirely voluntary. t

RISE fora provided by the gaae officials/tournaaent aangaer.

All injories should be reported to the First Aid Supervisor on duty, officials, tournanent aanager or lifeguards before leaving 
the field, court or swiuing pool. 

So attempt to love an injured participant should be Bade by anyone if the person appears to be suffering froB an injury to the 
head, neck, back or liBbs. 

If any injury appears to be of a serious nature, the First Aid Supervisor on duty, officials, tournaBent or lifeguards will 
arrange for transportation of the injured person. 

The injury supervisor will coBplete an INJURY REPORT forB at the tiBe of the injury and subBit it to the Recreation Office with 
the accoBpanying gane Baterials. 

All injuries should be reported to the health center as soon as possible to assure being covered by your insurance policy.

Office Staff 

1. Students working the office assist the Director in preparing schedules, league standings, gase Baterials, etc. 

2. Qualifications 

a. an interest in recreational activities. 

b. the ability to assuBe responsibilities in the Recreation Office in the absence of the Director. 

c. experience using coBputer word processing systews. 

d. a class schedule with blocks of two (2) or Bore hours of "open" tine froB late Borning through 4:00pB. 

e. a good sense of huBor. 

Recreational Sports Officials 

1. Being a Recreational Sports Official is both a responsibility and a privilege. Students Bay earn needed Boney while at the 
sawe tiwe gain valuable experience that Bay aid thea in obtaining the officials rating for high school/college athletics. 

2. It is the desire of the Director to secure the best qualified officials for the departnent. 

3. Students (fenale and Bale) desiring to officiate recreational softball, flag-football, basketball and volleyball should 
inquire at the Recreation Office early in the school year. 

4. Prospective student officials nay obtain copies of the tournaaent rules and officials duties, responsibilities and guidelines 
at the tine of application and prior to the officials clinic/training session. 

5. Pre-tournaaent clinic/training sessions will be conducted and prospective student officials are required to attend. 

6. Vhistles and officials shirts are provided for student officials when appropriate. 

Lifeguards 

1. Student lifeguards are utilized during evening and weekend hours for Recreational Swia and Faaily SwiB Nights. 

2. Students desiring eaployaent Bust have a valid H.S.I., Lifeguard or Advanced Lifesaving Card and should apply at the 
Recreation Office. 

3. All lifeguards are required to attend CPR training/re-training sessions held on the first Saturday in Septenber and January.

I. OHSPOKTSPSRSOMLIII COIDDCT 

A. The following are unquestionably considered unsportspersonlihe condut; 

1. Fighting with players of spectators. 

2. Hitting, striking or pushing a Recreation Departwent staff person on duty. 

3. Unnecessary roughness. 

4. Unsportspersonlike language and language generally considered socially unacceptable directed at anyone. 

5. Being intoxicated. 

6. Being under the obvious influence of illegal drugs. 

7. Continued disregard for officials decisions/directions. 

8. Unnecessary abuse of equipBent/facilities. 

B. Any individual who is reaoved froa a gaae/aatch/contest by the officials in charge, the tournaaent aanager or the Director shall 
be ineligible to participate in her/his teaas' gaaes on the next two(2) dates of play. The individual under no circuastance aay 
participate in those two (2) dates. If the individual does participate in so auch as one play, all play shall stop, and the gaae 
shall be declared a forfeit win to the opposing teaa. 

C. Any individual who is reaoved froa a gaae on a second occasion during an acadeaic year (Septeaber to Hay), shall be ineligible 
to participate in ALL Recreational Sports leagues/tournaaents for twelve (12) aonths froa the date of the second violation. 
Further, that individual aay be brought to the attention of the Vice-President of Student Affairs for disciplinary action. 

D. Any individual who hits/strikes/pushes an official shall be ineligible to participate in ALL Recreational Sport leagues or 
tournaaents for twelve (12) aonths froa the date of the incident. Further, that individual aay be brought to the attention of 
the Vice-President for Student Affairs for disciplinary action. 

E. Continued unnecessary roughness by a teaa(s) will result in the forfeiture of the gaae/contest by that teaa(s). 

II. ALCOHOL AID DRDG ABOSI 

A. Any individual whose physical condition, in the judgeaent of the Director, gaae supervisors, officials, tournaaent aanagers or 
lifeguards is such that continued participation aay be injurious to theaselves or other participants, because of excessive 
consuaption of alcoholic beverages, or who is obviously under the influence of substances (drugs) considered to be illegal, aai^^ 
be barred froa entering, or subject to reaoval froa the gaae/contest or swiaaing pool and not allowed to participate again thaj^ft 
day. 

B. An individual who is barred or reaoved froa a gaae/contest or the pool on two (2) occasions during an acadeaic year for the above 
reasons, shall be declared ineligible for further participation in Recreation Departaent activities for the reaainder of that 
acadeaic year. Further, that individual aay be brought to the attention of the Vice-President of Student Affairs. 



111. IL16IB1LITT 



A. Students 

All currently enrolled students at Hansfield University who have paid the Student Activity Fee for that seaester are eligible 
to participate in all Recreational Sports assuaing all other eligibility requireaents have been fulfilled. 

B. Eaployees 

All current Hansfield University eaployees are eligible to participate in Recreational Sports assuaing all other eligibility 
requireaents have been fulfilled. 

C. Spouses 

All spouses of current Hansfield University students and eaployees are eligible to participate in Recreational Sports assuaing 
all other eligibility requireaents have been fulfilled. 

D. Non-students, eaployees or spouses 

Individuals who are not current students, eaployees or the spouses of current students or eaployees who participate in 
Recreational Sports gaaes/contests shall cause the teaa on which they participated to forfeit that gaae/contest. A teaa found 
guilty of a second violation will be ejected froa the reaainder of the league/tournaaent. 

E. Varsity, Junior Varsity and Freshaan Athletes 

1. Varsity, junior varsity and freshaan athletes who are listed on the current teaa roster and who continue to practice with 
the teaa in the following sports are not eligible to participate in these RELATED RECREATIONAL SPORTS during that acadeaic 
year.

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F. “Red-Shirt” Student Athletes 

A student athlete recruited for a specific sport, who is ineligible to conpete for acadenic or other reasons, and who continues 
to practice with the tea® after the first gane/contest/aatch of the season, is ineligible to participate in that Related 
Recreational Sport during that acadenic year. 

2. Varsity, junior varsity and freshaan athletes who are dropped froa, or who quit the tea® are eligible to participate in that 
Recreational Sport during that year provided that they have aet the sign-up deadline for that sport. 

G. Bx-athletes 

Students and eaployees who have coapleted four (4) years of eligibility in a sport are not eligible to participate in that Related 
Recreational Sport in which they lettered. 

H. Professionalisa 

An individual who would be barred froa intercollegiate athletics because of professionalisa shall be ineligible to participate 
in those Related Recreational Sports in which aaateur status has been lost. 

I. One Teaa 

1. An individual aay represent only one teaa in any Recreational Sport league/tournaaent. If an individuals' naae is listed 
on two (2) or aore rosters, he/she will be considered as a aeaber of the teaa for which he/she first participated. 

2. After once playing for a teaa, an individual aay not transfer to another teaa for the reaainder of the league/tournaaent. 

J. Closed Rosters 

Teaas aay add players to their roster, to the aaxiaua allowed for that league/tournaaent, or change players' naaes up to one (1) 
week after the start of that league/tournaaent. 

!. Play-off Eligibility 

Only those players whose naaes are listed on the ORIGINAL teaa roster as registered in the Recreation Office AND who have 
participated in regular leape/tournaaent gaaes/contests are eligible to participate in play-off gaaes/contests. 

L. Responsibility For Eligibility Checks 

1. The Recreation Departaent does not assuae the responsibility for checking the eligibility of all participants. 

2. All cases of ineligibility brought to the attention of the Director will be dealt with according to the previous rules. 

N. Appropriate Footwear 

All participants in Recreational Sports gaaes/contests BUST wear appropriate gya-athletic type footwear. Individuals are not 
allowed to play in their bare feet, in their socks or in conventional street shoes. 

IV. CAPTAINS' KISPOISIBIIITIBS 

A. TO BE A LEADER that players and officials can respect. 

B. To be aware of the entry deadlines and subait the appropriate and coapleted entry fora and fees as early as possible. 

C. To obtain tournaaent rules and review thea with your teaa aeabers prior to the first gaae. 

D. To attend announced captains' aeetings, or send a teaa representative. 

E. To appoint a co-captain to act as a spokesperson in the absence of the captain. 

F. To keep her/his address and telephone nuaber up to date in the Recreation Office. 

G. To report all roster changes/additions to the Recreation Office by seven (7) days of the start of the league/tournaaent. 

H. To be faailiar with all eligibility rules and see that her/his teaa adheres to thea. 

I. To infora ail teaa aeabers of the proper place and tiae of all gaaes/contests. 

J. To encourage your teas to not forfeit. 

E. To infora the Recreation Office as soon as you know that your teaa aust forfeit a scheduled gaae/contest. 

L. To asseable your teaa at the officials request iaaediately prior to the start of the gaae/contest to check the teaa roster and 
sign the ASSUMPTION OF RISE fora. 

H. To assist the officials in distributing and collecting the gaae jerseys and equipaent in the appropriate sports. 

N. To provide a "spotter" to assist the gaae scorekeeper when appropriate. 

O. To arrange with the Director for a new playing date of any postponed gaaes/contests. 

P. To the sole spokesperson for the teaa in conferring with the officials in gaae situations. 

Q. To control the conduct of teaa aeabers and spectators directly associated with her/his teaa. The conduct of spectators before 
and after the gaae is as iaportant as their conduct during the gaae. Teaa captains will be held responsible for the conduct of 
teaa aeabers and spectators at these tiaes as well as during the gaae/contest. 

R. To aake sure that he/she understands coapletely the playing rules for the activity and the Recreational Sports regulations and 
policies as outlined in this handbook BEFORE COMPLAINING ! 

V. CAPTAINS' MEETINGS 

A. Captains' aeetings will be scheduled those Recreational Sports that it is deeaed necessary for rule explanations.

F. If both teaia/individoals scheduled to play each other fail to show op within the allowable tiie as stated in the rules for that 
activity, the officials/supervisor in charge shall declare a double forfeit. 

G. A tean Bust field at least the ainiBOB nuaber of players as stated in the rules of that activity within the allowable tiae or 
shall forfeit the gaae/contest. 

H. A teaa/individuai leaving the field/court of play before the gaae/contest is coapieted or called by the official/supervisor in 
charge, shall forfeit the gaae/contest. 

I. When obtaining a win by forfeit, the winning teaa/individual Bust have/be present within the allowable tiae with at least the 
ainiauB nuaber of players as stated in the rules for that sport. 

J. A teaa allowing an ineligible individual to participate during a play-off gaae/contest shall autoaatically forfeit the 
gaae/contest, and be eliainated froa the reaainder of the play-offs. 

R. The Director, gaae o«icials, or supervisor iaaediately responsible for a gaae/contest aay call off a gaae/contest before its' 
conclusion if in their judgeaent, continued participation aay be injurious to the participants, officials, or spectators, and 
further charge either or both teaas with a forfeit. 

XI. PROTESTS 

A. Protests concerning the question of judgeaent calls by officials shall not be considered. 

B. Protesting captains aust infora the gaae officials in a COURTEOUS MANNER iaaediately following the incident in question of her/his 
intent to file a protest. 

C. The officials in charge are to notify both teaas that the gaae is being played under protest and coaplete a Protest Fora. 

D. The coapieted Protest Fora should contain all background inforaation necessary for aaking a decision. 

E. Do not wait until the gaae/contest is coapieted to register a protest with the officials and the opposing teaa. 

F. A protest in a rule interpretation aust state the specific rule applicable to the protest. 

G. Both teaa captains and the gaae officials shall be peraitted to present to the Director inforaation pertaining to the protested 
situation. 

H. It shall be the responsibility of the Director, or an appointed representative to review all protests and decide whether the 
grounds for the protest are sufficient enough to warrant consideration by a protest board. 

I. Protests that are honored aay result in the playing of a coaplete new gaae/contest. 

XII. LEAGUE TIES 

A. Two way ties: 

1. If two (2) teaas/individuals in a league/tournaaent finish with an identical won/lost record, the teaa/individual that won 
the gaae/contest between the two (2) teaas/individuals during regular league play shall earn the position for which their 
is a tie. 

2. The other teaa shall be placed in the following position in the standings. 

B. Three way ties: 

1. The teas having wen the gase/contest froa both of the other teats during league play shall earn that position for the 
league/tournaaent, or, 

2. If none of the three teaas have defeated the other two teaas during the regular league play, a drawing will be held to 
deteraine the positions for the play-offs of the three tied teaas. 

XII. AWARDS 

A. Ail aeabers of chaapionship teats who have participated in at least 25X of their teaas' gates are eligible to receive an award 
shirt. 



Xlf. THEFT A DAMAGE OF EQUIPMENT A FACILITIES 

A. Any individuai(s) found guilty of stealing or willfully daaaging/destroying Recreation Departaent equipaent or facilities, or 
of gross aisconduct while in/on the facilities aay be barred froa Recreation Departaent prograas indefinitely. 

B. The individual(s) nay further be brought to the attention of the Vice-President for Student Affairs which aay result in a hearing 
before the Caapus Judicial Board. 

XV. EQUIPMENT CHECI-OUT FOR GROUPS A CLUBS 

A. Groups and clubs desiring to check out equipaent for flag-football, (a set of red and green flags, a ball and Barkers), or 
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softball (bases, gloves, bats and balls) la; be required to leave a twenty dollar ($20.) deposit at the tiie of picking np the 
equipient. 

B. The foil deposit will be returned providing the equipment is returned to the Recreation Office by the agreed upon tiie and date. 

C. For each twenty-four (24) period or part there-of that the equipient is late being returned, the group/club shall forfeit one 

dollar ($1.) of their deposit. M
